HEARTRENDING SCENES. 

The scenes about the mine are reported 
heartrending. There is a large throng of 
people present, composed in great part of 


relatives and friends of the 
imprisoned miners. Among them 
are many women, wh> are be- 
wailing the fate of husbands 


and sons, while little chjldren are asking anx- 
iously concerning their fathers. Everything 
possible is being done to expedite the rescue 
of the men, but scarcely any one hopes to find 
one of the miners alive. 

THE DETAILS. 

About 8 o’clock the bodies of three miners 
were found near the bottom of the shaft, but 
they have not yet been broughtup. The force 
of the explosion was terrific, blowing toatoms 
the ventilating fun inthe up-cast air-blast.

The members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
to-day voted on the propositions of the Board 
of Directors to purehase the Chamber of 
Commerce building and to establish traas- 
ferable membersbips of the Exchange. A 
good deal of quiet discussion as to the matter 
was going on amougst the members, and the 
general query was, What is it all about!“

sitions to be votedon. One of the prominent 
members of the Board of Directors

Respecting this proposed new rule the 
directors in their open letter to the meme, 


said: 
„THE TERMS 

on which the purchase can be made are these: 
for $135,000, payable at our convenience with 
six per cent interest, and also subject to the 
first mortgage bonds of $865,000, bearing six 
per cent interest, or fora round million we 
can buy what cost two million one hundred 
thousand dollars. Of the above boads, 865, 
000 were originaliv six-year bonds, and hive 
now about four Fears to run 
and are payable within the next 
four years; the $900,000 were 20-year bonds 
and have about eighteen yearsto run. The 
rental is slightly in excess of the interest on 
the $865,000 bonds and tbe taxes and insur- 
ance, but under the ownership ofthe Ex- 
change, with every member interested in 
keeping all the fine offices occupied by good 
tenants, the rents should soon increa:e 
enough to meet the interest on the $135,000.

THE FASTER’S CONDITION LAST NIGHT. 

Between the hours of 5:30 and 10:30 last 
evening Dr. Tanner only left his couch in the 
gallery for fve minutes, when at about 9 
o’clock he descended tothe main hall, rather 
reluctantly apparently, and stayed there five 
minutes. Some rsops were pres- 
ent. Dr. Leonard, of Minneapolis, was 
one of the visitors, and Dr. anner 
was delighted to see him. He seemed much 
pleased to hear that his experiment was ex- 
citing great interest in his Western home. 
While in the main hall Dr. Tanner sat in the 
rocking chair holding a bouquet and fan. In 
a few minutes Dr. Tanner returned to his cot, 
going up stairs with much alacrity, but he 
sank back on bis bed as if exhausted by the 
exertion and almost immediately dropped 
asleep. At twenty minutes past nine he re- 
quested that the lights be turned out, which 
Was done, and atten he arose, asked for ice 
witb much irritation of manner, and, his bed 
being made up for him, he undressed and 
turned in for the night. At the medical ex- 
amination made between six and seven the 
respiration was taken while he slept and 
found to be fifteen, which is 
one lower than that of the day 
before, when it was taken while he was 
awake. His temperature was 95 and the 
pulse 107 1-3. His pulse had to be taken 
three times, and 107 1-300 the average, the 
first trial giving 96, the second 112, the third 
114. The rapid changes observable in the 
pulse are attributed by the doctors tode- 
rangement of the system. and the average 
made is much higher than has before been 
observed. At the same time the temperature 
is lower, allsymptoms which show that the 
system is beginning to discover unmistakable 
signs of giving way under the severe strain to 
which it has been subjected. Public interest 
inthe Doctor's experiment seems to be in- 
creasing, and a class of visitors are seen much 
superior to tbe mere curiosity-seekers who 
first came to the hall. 


MARRIED OR SINGLE. 


A Case of Alleged Matrimony That 
Agitates Society in Two Counties. 


A strange story has just come to the surface 
in the counties of Ulster and Dutchess, State 
of New York. Last June anotice appeared in 
the Saugertics Telegraph, under the head of 
marriages, announcing the marriage of Lester 
Barton, of Pine Grove, Ulster county, to 
Anna Schoonmaker, of Blue Mountain, Dutch- 
ess county. This week, after an absence of 
three months, Barton returned to Saugerties, 
and when his attention was called to tne mar- 
riage notice he declared there was not a par- 
ticle of truth in it, while the lady, Miss 
Schoonmaker, or possibly Mrs. Barton, posi- 
tively usserts that every word of it is true. 
Both parties are intelligent, respectable, 
good-looking and young. The Saugerties 
Telegraph says that the friends of each have 
perfect confidence in the truth of their re- 
spective statements. There does not appear 
to be the slightest motive on the part of either 
to misrepresent the facts, except that one in- 
sists on being considered as married, while 
the other is just as determined to the con- 
trary. The young man admits that he paid 
ner bis addresses betweenthe months of De- 
cember and March last, and that it was ru- 
mored at one time last spring that they had 
been married; that his friends joked him 
about it, and that he once jokingly admitted 
it, never dreaming it would be seriously treat- 
ed. The matter will probably be thoroughly 
sifted through the courts, as itis understood 
that the friends of the young lady have en- 
gaged ex-Attorney-Gen. Schoonmaker, 
while Carroll Whittaker, of Sau- 
gerties. bas been retained by the 
friends of tbe young man. One of the curious 
features in the case is that Rev. Mr. Scudder, 
of Red Hook, Dutchess county, who the 
yourg lady claims married them, for some 
reason unexpiained, made norecord of the 
marriage and gave bo marriage certificate at 
thetime. Shecalledon Mr. Scudder about 
two weeks ago for a certificate, and upon her 
statement he gave her one. Mr. Barton called 
on Mr. Scudder this week, and the latter, it 
is said, failed to recognize him, although he 
thinks he remembers the young lady. Barton 
says he was never in Red Hook until he went 
this week to see Mr. Scudder, and says he can 
prove that on March 22d, the day claimed as 
the one on which the marriage was solemn- 
ized, he was in another place. There are 
strong circumstances inthe case which seem 
to corroborate the statement of each of the 
parties and leave the matter in much doubt. 


AN OLD WAR HORSE. 


The Death of a Veteran Steed Who Gal- 
taped in Many Raids. 
[From the Lancaster New Era. | 


There has just died on the farm of Day 
Wood, Goshen, Lancaster county, a horse 
whose history perhaps would be of some in- 
teresttothe public. He was brought home 
at the close of the war by Lieutenant E. Wood, 
of the Seventeenth Pennsylvania Cavalry. This 
horse came to the regiment, then stationed 
with the Army of the Petomac, in the fall of 
1863, and was owned and ridden by Major 
R. Reinhold, who rode him until he resigned, 
the previous summer. Inthe meantime he had 
passed through Sheridan’s raid to Richmond, 
the Trevelyan raid and the march from City 
Point to the Shenandoah Valley. lle had 
heen in the battles of the Wilderness. Yellow 
Tavern, Meadow Bridge, Hanovertown, 
Harves Shop, Bethesda Church, Cold Harbor, 
Trevelyan Station, White House and others 
not so important. Major R. Reinhold resign- 
ing in August, this horse became the property 
of Captain M. Reinhold,a cousin of the Major, 
who rede him until the early part of September, 
when the Captain was killed in the saddle at a 
skirmish on the Opequan River. After the 
death of Captain M. Reinhold his brother, 
Captain U. Reinhold, took the horse and 
rode him until the regiment was mustered 
out, June 16, 1865. He wentthrough Win- 
chesterand the Valley campaign and raids; 
the march from the Shenandoah Valley to 
the Army of the Potomac before Petersburg. 
in February and March; the battles of Din- 
widdie, Five Forks; the pursuit of Lee, Say- 
lor’s Creek and the surrender of Lee at 
Appomattox, April 9, 1865; the march to 
W asbington, the grand review, etc. When 
the regiment was mustered out a number of 
officers were putin the Second Pennsylvania 
Cavalry. The horsethen became the property 
of Lieutenant Luckner, who rode him until the 
regiment was mustered out at Harrisburg, in 
August, 1865. He was then bought by Lieu- 
tenant E. E Wood, who brought him home, 
where he has remained ever since.

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PROTESTANTISM IN ROME. 


Vigorous Papal Protests Against the 


Building of a Protestant Church. 
From the Manchester Examiner. 


It sounds like a voice from a past age to 
hear an angry protest ring from the Vatican 
ainst the erection of an English Protestant 
Church in Rome; but, in truth, there is noth- 
ing to be surprised at in the circumstance. It 
is we who are to blame if we had imagined 
Rome to have accepted the principles of re- 
ligious equality, or even toleration; for we 
ought not to have forgotten that the proud 
boast of the Papal Church is that it is always 
the same. Norneed the protest excite any 
anxiety. It is not likely to be heeded. The 
church will bevbuilt in spite of it. It is only 
worth notice as an illustration of the 
curious state of feeling which recognizes re- 
ciprocity enly on one side—as an example of 
the incunsistency of a church which demands 
for itself in other countries§ the rights it 
would refuse to the subjects of those coun- 
tries within the walls of the Eternal City. 
The church it is preposedto build is, it ap- 
pears, on partof the site of an Augustine 
monastery, which had long since been con- 
verted into a barracks by Pius IX., and was 
afterward used as a police office for several 
years. But this desecration has not, in the 
opinion of the Cardinal-Vicar, lessened the 
scandal which would arise if a new Protestant 
church were raised in Rome, where, until 
these recent times, heresy was never permit- 
ted to enter. There is a touch of genuine 
pathosin this regretful allusion to the good 
old days when the church knew how to protect 
herself from heretica! contamination. It is 
a bard thing for the Cardinal-Vicar to have to 
accept the inevitable, and we cannot 
deny him the scant consolation he may derive 
from the invective he directs against heretics 
generally and the Municipal Council of Rome, 
who have given the heretics the right to build. 
By tbe duty ofthe sacred ministry I exer- 
cise in Rome,“ he says, 1 can not refrain 
from pointing out these unqualified facts, at 
thesame time protesting against a contract 
which, while repugnant to the conscience of 
the Roman people, is stipulated in the name 
of the Municipality of Rome. Itistruly de- 
plorable that the Municipality, instead of en- 
deavoring to obstruct the indefatigable efforts 
with which heresy tries to pervert this people, 
should facilitate its work, opening for it au- 
other shelter in the middle of the city.” 
the Cardinal-Vicar says it is quite 
natural that the Ultramontane newspapers 
should repeat in still more angry tones. he 
Voce delia Verita, for instance, denounces 
as a great crime the 8 of ministers of 
error to build ehurches in a country where the 
Catholic Apostolic Roman religion is the re- 
ligion of the State. It says: Our readers 
will find in another column the noble 
rotest made by the Cardinal-Vicar; 
ut we do not protest, we de- 
nounce, the ex-Syndic asa great enemy of the 
country. Whoever attacks the religious unity 
attacks the political unity. We Catholics are 
continually accused of being the enemies of the 
country, but those enemies are the Liberals, 
who sowthe most cruel seeds of division. 
They profess to love Italy, and yet would de- 
prive her ofthat faith which was the first 
cause of greatness.“ This outoreak of bigotry 
is, of course, deplorable, but one comfort is 
that it will do us no harm, and cannot hurt 
the Protestant cause. But itis strange that 
it does not seem to occur tothe members of 
the Curia or their organs in the press that 
they are doing little by these exhibitions of 
intolerance to strengthen the position of their 
co-religionists in foreign countries. While 
this is the spirit of the Uitramontane party at 
the Vatican, it is not astonishing, if it is 
regrettable, that Prince Bismarck should 
refuse to relax the severity of the May laws. 
It would not, indeed, be unnatural tf Protest- 
ants here were to propose retaliation. That, 
however, they are not likely to do, and if 
they did, it is certain that the enlightened 
tolerance of Englishmen would prevent them 
from carrying out their design.
